ThoTc  x\ho  are  capaMe  of  beinj;  de¬ 
lighted  with  the  brant  its  of  Nature 
which  deck  llie  ^’lohe  for  the  gratiftca- 
li<m  of  Man,  may  conceive  the  pleafur^ 
w  hich  is  derived  from  every  little 
trinitig  it)  ilfelf,  but  iniporlant  in  the 
moment  when  the  hcait  is  expanded, 
and  when  a  kind  of  l^lif^fnl  trance  opens 
a  Itigher  and  purer  Iphcre  of  enjoyment. 
Then  we  behold  with  rapture  the  dark 
colour  of  latids  frelh  prepared  for  cul- 
tun,  the  uniform  verdure  of  meadows, 
the  various  tints  upon  the  foliage  of  dif¬ 
ferent  trees,  and  the  infinite  varieties  in 
tl'.c  abundance,  ft>rm,  and  fizc  of  the 
leaves.  Here  tbele  varieties  appeared  in 
all  their  perfct^lion,  arul  the  ditlerrnl  ex- 
pefure  of  the  trets  to  the  fun  added  to 
the  magnificence  of  the  view.  Some  rc- 
fleded  athoufand  dancing  beams,  whilll 
others  formed  a  broad  mafs  of  lhadow, 
in  coiitraft  with  the  fui  rounding  worKl 
of  light!  The  numerous  fmokes  which 
a  cendeil  from  every  grove  on  the  hill, 
revived  the  pleaftng  imprefiions  of  do- 
mcfiiclifc;  nay,  my  thoughts  naturally 
turned  upon  fiienilihip  and  national  feli¬ 
city,  when  I  belitld  large  fields  of  plan¬ 
tain  sail  round  me,  which,  loaded  with 
goliltn  clnfiers  of  fruit.  Teemed  to  be 
jufilycholui  the  en'blems  of  peace  and 
aiiluence.  7'he  chearful  voice  of  the 
labouring  huibandman  refoundtd  very 
opportunely  to  complete  this  idea.  The 
laiulfcape  to  the  weflvvan!  was  not  lefs 
admirable  than  that  of  which  I  have  juft 
now  fpeken.  The  rich  plain  was 
hcimdeil  on  that  fule  by  a  number  of 
fertile  Iiilb,  covered  with  fcrelts,  inter- 
fpvrfed  with  plantation*',  and  beyond 
them  rofe  a  ridge  of  high  mountains, 
not  infeiior  to  thofe  of  the  Society  Tiles, 
though  apparently  of  a  much  ealier  Hop'.. 
The  lV»!itary  fpot  from  whence  I  beluKI 
tl.is  rural  feene,  was  llkewife  faxonred 
I  y  Nature.  Jt  was  a  dvlightfui  clufler 
frees,  which  climbers  and  bindweeds 
t'rcl:cd.  »vith  odoriferous  bloirnm®.  T'he 
lichiuf*;  of  the  foil  was  lure  rematkable; 
tv  r  though  I  behelvi  n'.my  palms  which 
the  winds  had  thrown  down,  vet  mo.!  rf 
them  bent  their  fuminils  iipwaul'  fn>m 
the  ground,  an«l  ftuit  fo^th  new  d  ools 
v*5ih  furpiifing  Inxuiiarce.  Thrir  bran¬ 
ches  were  the  refort  of  various  birds,  a- 
dornt'vl  with  the  brightett  colours,  which 
n^'w  .md  then  llrnck  the  ear  with  ati  un- 
evpcv'tcd  fi  ng  not  dcfiitute  of  harmony.

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fituation  Hill  more  agreeable.  The  mind 
at  reft,  and  lulled  by  this  pleafing  train 
of  ideas,  indulged  a  few  fallacious  re- 
fiedfions,  which  increafed  its  happinefs  at 
that  inftant  by  reprefer.iing  mankind  in 
a  favourable  light.  We  had  now  paft'cd 
a  fortnight  amidft  a  people  w  ho  received 
us  w’ith  the  ftrongeft  lymptoms  of  dif- 
truft,  and  who  prepared  to  repel  every 
hoftile  aift  with  vigour.  Our  cool,  deli¬ 
berate  condiuff,  our  moderation,  and  the 
conftant  uniformity  in  all  our  proceed¬ 
ings,  had  conquered  their  jealous  fears. 
They,  who  in  all  probability  had  never 
dealt  with  fuch  a  fetof  inoft'enlive, peace¬ 
able,  and  yet  not  defpicable  men  ;  they 
who  had  been  ufed  to  fee  in  every  ftran- 
ger,  a  bafe  and  treacherous  enemy,  now 
learrft  from  us,  to  think  more  nobly  .of 
their  fellow-creatures.  Prudence,  which 
accompanied  the  civilized  voyagers,  had 
no  fooner  fafeinated  one  inllin^l  of  the 
favages,  watchful  for  their  fafety,  than 
another,  no  lefs  powerful,  awoke  in 
their  breaft,  and  taught  them  to  relifti 
the  fwcets  of  fociety.  They  Ihared  the 
abundant  produce  of  their  foil  with  their 
new  acquaintance,  being  no  longer  ap- 
prehenfive  that  they  would  take  it  by 
force.  They  permitted  us  to  vifit  them 
in  their  fhady  receft'es,  and  we  fat  dow'n 
in  their  domt  ftic  circles  with  that  har¬ 
mony  which  befits  the  members  of  one 
great  family.  In  a  few  days  they  began 
to  feel  a  pleafiirc  in  our  converfation  $ 
and  a  new  dilinterefted  fentiment,  of 
morethan  earthly  mould, even  friendfliip, 
filled  their  hearts.  This  retrofpeift  w’as 
honourable  to  human  nature,  as  it  made 
ns  the  benefa^ors  of  a  numerous  race. 
1  fell  from  hcr.ee  into  a  reverie  on  the 
pre  eminence  of  our  civilized  fociety* 
from  which  I  was  roufed  by  the  found 
of  approaching  fteps.  I  turned  about 
and  law  Dr  Sparrman,  to  w’hom  I  pomt- 
ed  out  the  profpe^t,  and  communicated 
my  ideas.  We  agreed  in  our  fentiments, 
.and  fet  out  on  our  return,  as  the  hour  of 
noon  was  approaching.  The  firft  native 
whom  we  met  ran  out  of  the  way,  and 
l.iil  Itirr.ftlf  in  a  bufh.  The  next  was  a 
wop»an,  at  the  entrance  of  ft  plantation* 
to  whom  wc  appeared  fo  unexpeAedly, 
that  flic  hatl  no  time  to  efcape.  She  of¬ 
fered  115  a  bafl:t.t  full  of  y.amboos,  with 
a  trembling  hand,  ami  with  all  the  cx- 
prefrums  of  fear  ftrongly  marked  in  her 
countenance.  We  were  furprifed  st 
this  behaviour,  and  giving  her  fomefinall 
tiiftcs,  proceeded  in  our  way.  A  num- 
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ber  of  men  flood  behind  the  biifties  in  fafety  of  my  father,  who  flill  remained 
and  about  the  plantation,  and  madeli^ns  in  the  woods,  accompanied  by  a  fimrle 
to  IIS  to  walk  on,  by  waving  their  hands  failor.

t)ui  failorstook  the  liberty  of  walking  and 
trailing  freely  among  them.  A  native, 
who  in  all  likelihood  had  never  been  on 
the  beach  before,  came  through  the 
croud,  and  l>egan  to  walk  acrofs  the 
fpace  which  our  people  occupied.  The 
.  centinel  pulhed  him  back  among  the  reft 
of  his  brethren,  who  were  already  acciif- 
tomed  to  this  treatment,  and  acquiefeed 
in  it  I'he  new-comer,  however,  refufed 
to  be  controulcd  on  his  owm  ifland  by  a 
flrangcr ;  he  prepared  once  more  to  ciofs 
the  area,  perhaps  with  no  other  motive 
at  prelent  than  that  of  alferling  his  liber¬ 
ty  of  walking  w  here  he  pleafed.  The 
centinel  drove  him  back  once  more  with 
a  rude  thrufl,  fuflicient  to  roufe  a  man 
much  lefs  irafciblc  than  a  favage.  He, 
to  vindicate  his  right,  laid  an  arrow  on 
his  bow,  which  he  aimed  at  the  aggref- 
for  ;  but  the  foliiier  inllantly  levelled  his 
mulket,  and  (hot  him  dead.  Capt. 
Cook  landed  in  the  fame  moment ;  he 
faw’  the  native  fail,  anil  many  of  his 
countrymen  tunning  oft  to  hide  them- 
felves  from  the  ciutl  and  treacherous 
people  who  had  polluted  their  ifltnd. 
lie  commanded  the  foldier  to  be  loaded 
with  irons,  and  lent  him  on  board  the 
ftiip.  He  next  endeavoured  to  appeafe 
the  natives;  and  the  natural  excellence 
of  the  human  heart  is  fuch,  that  feveral, 
efpei  iallv  ihofc  who  came  from  the  flat 
eallern  hill,  were  perfuaded  to  Hay,  and 
trull  thofc  who  had  lo  grievoufly  viola¬ 
ted  the  law’s  of  hofpitality. 

Dr  Sparrman,  and  myfrlf,  were  ftnick 
with  the  modrraiion  of  the  people,  who 
had  fuffered  us  to  pafs  by  them  iinmo- 
lefled,when  they  might  eafily  have  taken 
a  frvere  revenge  for  the  murder  of  their 
countrymen.  We  went  on  board  with 
capt.  Cook,  greatly  apprchcr.firc  for  the 


looking  upon  us  in  a  more  favouivihlc 
light  than  upon  other  llrangers,  had  rea- 
fon  to  deleft  us  much  more,  as  wc  came 
to  deftroy  under  the  fpecious  malk  of 
friendfhip;  and  fomc  amongll  us  la¬ 
mented,  that  inilead  of  making  aitiend't 
at  this  ifland  for  the  many  rafli  aifts 
which  w’c  had  perpetrated  at  almoll  eve¬ 
ry  illand  in  our  courfe,  wc  had  wantonly 
made  it  the  fccne  of  the  greateft  cruelty. 

Capt.  Cook  rcfolved  to  punilh  the  ma¬ 
rine  with  the  ulmoft  rigour,  for  having 
tranTgrelfed  his  pofitive  orders,  ac  ording 
to  w  hich  the  choleric  emotions  of  the  ra¬ 
vage  were  to  l>e  reprefled  with  geiitlr- 
nefs,  and  prudently  fuft'ered  to  cool. 
Ibit  the  oliieer,  who  eomin.inded  on 
Ihore,  declared  that  he  had  not  dclivt-r- 
td  thefe  orders  lo  the  centinel,  but  had 
given  him  others,  which  importeil  lliat 
the  lead  threat  was  to  be  puniftictl  with 
immediate  death.  The  loidicr  was 
therefore  immediately  cleared,  and  the 
officer’s  right  to  difpofe  of  the  lives  of 
the  natives  remained  uncoiitrovcrlcd.

In  his  prayers  he 
remembered  all  with  whom  at  any  time 
he  had  been  converfant,  whether  fmall 
or  great,  hnnouralde  or  mean  :  he  alfo 
prayed  for  t)ic  univerfal  church  through¬ 
out  the  w’otld. 

When  he  had  ceaftd  from  praying, 
and  the  hour  of  departure  came,  they 
placed  him  on  an  afs,  and  conducted  him 
into  the  city,  it  being  the  day  of  the 
great  Sabbath.  And  Herod  the  Ireparch, 
and  his  father  Nicetas,  met  him;  and 
they  took  him  into  their  chariot,  and

“  O  thou  Almighty  Lord,  the  Father  of 
jefus  the  Anointed,  thy  well  beloved 
and  bleffedSon,  through  w’hom  we  have 
received  the  knowledge  of  thee,  the  God

Piilycarp  having  finifhed  his  prayer, 
pront'unced  Amen,  they  who  had 
the  clurge  of  the  fire  lighted  it  up;  and, 
while  it  blazed  vehemently,  a  great  mar- 
Vf  1  w.as  fern  by  us  who  have  been  pre- 
f.Tved  witnctTcs,  that  wc  migiu  de¬ 
clare  to  others  the  things  which  happen¬ 
ed  ;  for  the  fire,  forming  itfclf  into  a 
vaulted  chamber,  like  the  fail  of  a  Ihip 
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filled  with  the  wind,  encircled  and  wal¬ 
led  round  the  body  of  the  martyr;  and 
he  was  in  the  midft  thereof,  not  as  llefli 
burning,  but  as  bread  while  it  is  baked, 
or  as  gold  or  filver  heated  in  a  furnace. 
We  alfo  perceived  a  fragrant  fmcll,  as 
of  incenfe,  or  of  other  coftly  fpices.  At 
length,  when  the  ungodly  faw  that  the 
bexly  ct'uld  not  be  confumetl  by  the  fire, 
they  called  for  the  executioner  to  pierce 
him  with  a  dagger  ;  and  the  executioner 
having  pierced  Polycarp,  abundance  of 
blood  ilfucd  forth,  fo  as  to  quench  the 
fire  ;  and  all  the  multitude  marvelled  at 
the  pre-eminence  of  the  cledt  over  the 
unbelievers.

"'HE  immortal  prodniflions  of  antient 
Greece  and  Rome  arc  juftly  ad* 
m'ned  by  all  men  of  genius  and  taftc. 
The  antients  excelled  in  all  the  fine  arts. 
Wc  are  told,  that  the  antient  mufic  was 
far  fuperior  to  that  of  the  moderns,  in 
expreffing  the  various  affedions  and  paf- 
fions  of  ‘he  human  mind.  In  poetry, 
Homer,  Virgil,  and  Horace,  have  far  ex¬ 
celled  the  inoft  celebrated  among  Ibc 
moderns.

Several  of  Dr  Dodd’s  friends  waited 
yefterday  at  St  James’s  till  the  recorder 
left  thg  royal  apartments,  to  know  the 
fate  ofthat  unfortunate  divine,  who  ibou 
after  received  from  them  the  account  of 
his  being  in  the  dead  warrant  with  great 
rcfignatlon  and  humility* 

Mrs  Dodd,  who  has  attended  her  huf- 
band  with  unexampled  perfeveraiice  du¬ 
ring  bis  whole  confinement,  was  with 
him  in  Newgate  when- the  melancholy 
news  of  his  being  r^rderrd  for  ejrccutimi 
arrived,  fjhe  fat  for  fomc  freonds  in  a 
kind  of  torpid  fufpence,  at  hearing  he 
was  not  confidtred  as  an  ot]je(ft  of  mer¬ 
cy,  when  ftiddcnly  clafping  her  hands 
together,  fhc  exclaimed,  “  O  Goil ! 
enable  me  to  bear  this!”  and  immedi¬ 
ately  fainted.  She  was  carried  U>  her 
apartments  in  the  neigh bourhorHl  of 
Ludpaif-hill  loon  after,  in  an  Sgony  of 
grief  not  to  be  dcfcribecL 
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Dr  Dodd  was  ycftcrday  morning  much 
K^tter  in  health  than  he  has  bc<fn  for 
#omc  time  paft ;  which  being  obferved 
to  him  by  one  of  his  acquaintance,  he 
fiid  he  had  long  prayed  for  (pints  to 
enable  hirti  to  go  th’iough  thAt  day  of 
trial,  which  he  had  tHtcn  wiihed  for 
with  anxiouj  but  not  trembtins  expecta¬ 
tion. 

The  fatal  refolution  of  the  emihen  re- 
rpeCtihg  Dr  Dodd  threw  a  melancholy 
gk)om  over  the  conntcnancc  of  everjf^ 
one,  not  exclndirtg  thofe  whoitl  the  iin- 
forinnate  divine  cannot  nun'iber  among 
his  friends  ;  the  report  of  a  refpite  being 
intended  by  the  fovtreign,  had  raifed 
the  expe(ft'ition  of  the  public  to  a  tho- 
roogh  confidence,  that  fo’me  ray  of  mer¬ 
cy  would  be  extended;— the  unhappy 
man,  no  doubt,  canght  the  flame  of 
hope,  and  fccrclly  joined  in  the  general 
dependence.  What  muft  have  been  his 
feelings  at  hearing  the  dreadful  news ! 
•Think  reader  !  lyfleCt  but  a  moment  at 
the  (bock  of  dilapp^)intment,  and  what¬ 
ever  opinion  you  may  (tmn  of  the  crime, 
beftow  a  tear  of  pity  upon  the  mlferable 
fuffercr.  — It  is  thought  by  fome,  that 
there  is  yet  an  intention  of  the  fovereign 
to  Ihe  w  mercy  to  Dr  Dodd  ;  but  that,  for 
political  realons  which  appear  obvious, 
this  ftep  is  not  to  be  taken  too  haftily  ; 
but  whether  there  any  foundation  for 
this  favoaral>le  rumour,  or  that  people 
Ipeak  only  their  wi/hes,  a  very  (hurt 
time  will  difeover. 

The  reafon  of  Dr  Doiid’s  being  order¬ 
ed  for  execution  is  on  account  of  the 
late  verycapit.il  foigcries  on  the  bank 
of  tngland,  the  dirc^ors  of  which,  it  is 
Did,  have  rernonflrated  againft  mercy 
being  flieWn  to  that  nnfortnnatc  man.
